Texas Troubles. 
3 MeDabDE, December 26. 
Last night at midnight Henry 


os Pfeiffer, Wright McLamore and Thos, 


McLamore were taken from a saloon 
here by fifty well masked men, and

toa tree. Thomas McLaramore was 
under arrest for burglary. The other 
two happened to be present when the 
lynchers arrived. Pfeiffer was under 
indictment for horse-theft. To-day 
six friends and relatives of those hung 
came to town and picked a quarrel 
with Tom Bishop and George Mellon 
and a fight with shot-guns and six- 
shooters ensued. Two of the sextette, 
Jack Bayley and Asa Bayley, were 
killed, and a third, Hayward Bayley, 
wounded. The remaining three es- 
caped. Willis Griffin, an estimable 
young citizen, while assisting Mellon 
and Bishop todefend themselves, was 
shot through the head and mortally 
wounded. Five corpses, the two Mc- 
Larmores, the two Bayleys and Pfeif- 
fer, are lying in the market house yet 
unclaimed. It is thought friends will 
come to-night and the trouble be 
renewed. . 
A Banking Bill. 
' WASHINGTON, December 26, 
Buckner, chairman of the commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency, is pre- 
paring a bill forthe issue of treasury 
notes without a legal tender quality to 
take the place of bank notes going out 
of existence. The proposition of 
Coniptroller Knox to take off the one 
per cent, tax on cireulation and allow 
banks to issme on the market value 
instead of par value is not in favor 
with the chairman as it will afford but 
temporary relief and seven years from 
the present, when it will become 
necessary to begin redeeming 4'¢ per 
cent. bonds, there will be a recurrence 
of the present trouble. The national 
bank system cannot live without a 
national debt, andthat debt is being 
wiped out gradually and certainly 
Suckner is of the opinion it is time to 
prepare fora permanent circulation. 
He is not favorably inclined to the 
removal of the tax on circulation. 


Over Production of Coal. 

Moss HANNON, Pa., December 26. 

There isa lively prospect for exten- 
rive trouble in the bituminous coal 
districts of Westmoreland, Blair, Hunt- 
ington, Bedford, Centre and Clearfield 
counties. Producers are exceptionally 
reticent as to their plans, but it is 
pretty generally known that a reduc- 
tion of wages in ali departments of 
labor may be exacted after December 
3lst. The miners are said to be well 
organized, and it is estimated that 15,- 
000 to 20,000 men have expressed a 
willingness to co-operate in a genera] 
strike. 


Border Ruffians. 
SHERMAN, Texas, December 26. 

A band of desperadoes are terroriz- 
ing the northwestern portion of this 
country, and when raided they seek 
the fastnesses of the Red river bottom.

bounding 60 feet. Most of the men 
fell out.

LONG DAYS AND NIGHTS 


The Most Northerly City of the 
Werld—some of Its Advantages 
Near the northern extremity of 

Norway, upon a small island off of 

one of the sturmiest of all coasts, is 

situated that quaint and strange 
little city called Hammerfest. Its 
latitude is 70° 40’ nerth, about the 
same as that of Point. Barrow, the 
most northerly point of the conti- 
neut of America, and is, therefore, 
over three degrees within the north 
frigid zone. Here, from May 15th 
to July 24th, the sun remains above 
the horizon, apparently making the 


entire circuit of the heavens once 
every 24 hours, At 6o’clock in the 
morning the sun appears in the 
east; at noon in the south, at 6 in 
the evening in the west, and at 
midnight in the north, and here let 
us say, the northern sun, dipping 
his lower limbs in the Arctic ocean, 
amid thousands of ice-bergs, is one 
of the most magnificent scenes in 
the world. For the benefit of the 
general reader, it may be well here 
to observe that this apparent course 
or movement of the sun caused by 
the diurnal revolution of the earth, 
is true for all latitudes, but as only 
a portion of this course can ever be 
seen between the equator and the 
Aretic circle, it is impossible for 
any one living south of the Arctic 
circle and north of the tropic of 
cancer ever to see the sun in the 
north, though it may be seen in the 
northwest or northeast. The reason 
that the sun, in setting, sbines 
in the north window at our latitude 
during the Summer, is that at 6 
o'clock, the sun is ‘directly in the 
west, but as the day continues after 
that hour, the sun is 3se2n to move 
onward in his course towards the 
north and seis in the northwest, or, 
in other words, the rotundity of the 
earth prevents us from seeing the 
sun’s whole course by merely shut- 
ting him out from our view in the 
remainder of the course from north- 
west to north and from north to 
northeast. 

After the extreme long day of 
about three months at Hammerfest, 
the sun will seta few minutes be- 
fore midnight and rise a few min- 
utes after midnight, but the day 
will shorten rapidly until Septem- 
ber 23d, when, for a short time, the 
days and nights will be about equal. 
From gh = yc ottale 25th to Novem- 
ber 18th the days will still shorten, 
until they are only a few minutes 
long, the sun rising a few minutes 
before noon and setting a few min- 
utes after noon, after which the sun 
disappears entirely and does not 
rise again until January 27th. At 
Hammerfest, therefore, there are 
about 234 duys in the year, if we 
understand by the term day every 
separate period of lizht, distributed 
through the year as follows: About 
117 days from July 24th to Novem- 
ber 18th, one long night from No- 
vember isth to January 28, about 
116 days (some only a few minutes 
long and some néarly 24 hours long) 
from January 28th to May 14:b, and 
one long day from May 14th to July 
24th, making, as s@&ted before, 
about 234 periods of light and also 
234 periods o° darkness in the year. 

Although Hammerfest is situated 
in such a high latitude, it enjoys a 
remarkably temperate climate. 
Its mean Winter temperature is 23° 
Fahrenheit, that is to say 8° higher 
than the mean temperature for the 
same season at Montreal, Cunada, 
which is 24° further to the south, 
and fully 60° of gg, a higher 
than at Yakutsk, in Eastern Si- 
beria, which is in latitude 62°20‘ 
north (17° further south.) The 
Summers, though cool because of 
the abundant fogs, are long and 
free from frost. Large harvests of 
barley, oats and potatoes reward the 
toil of the husbandman and these 
crops, together with the innumer- 
able stores of fish which the adja- 
cent seas yield to the fishermen, 
make Hammerfest quite a prosper- 
ons and wealthy place, and is there- 
fore not an undesirable place to live 
in, at least its 3,000 inhabitants 
seem quite satisfied with all that 
nature has provided fer them. 
With the exception of Upernavik, 
a little Danish bamlet in northern 
Greenland (latitude 72° 48’ north) 
this is the most northerly city in 
the world. Clgse to hand are the 
Loffoden Islands, between two of 
which is the maelstrom, where con- 
flicting tides periodically cause a 
tremendous whirlpool, very de- 
structive to ships caught therein. 
It need only be saio here that che 
that the warmth of W.stern Nor- 
way is owing to the influence of the 
Gulf Stream, which indeed diffuses 
its genial effects over the whole of 


Western Europe.
